Lesson Focus 


Today's lesson covers counting numbers one through ten. In Japanese, there are two systems for doing this: one with origins 
in the native Japanese counting system and one with origins in the Chinese counting system. 


In today's lesson we covered the Chinese derivative, but both are presented in the following chart. Please note that the 
Japanese counting system uses counters, words or syllables placed after a number. Counters are determined by the object 
being counted, and these will be examined further in later lessons.
